London. Ky . Sept. 1 6. —Hon 
Vincent Boreing, Rspresentative in 
Congress from this district, died at 
h s home in this city at 10 o.clock 
yesterday morning, of pneumonia. 

Judge IJcreing was born in Wash- 
ington county. Tennessee.November 
24, 1839. At the age of nine years he 
came with his lather, Murray Bare- 
ing, to this county, and began his 
education at Laurel Seminary, 
which institution is still conducted 
here. At the age of twenty-one he 
entered the Union army as a volun- 
teer in Company A, Twenty fourth 
Kentucky infantry. He soon rose 
from the ranks, a»d was commis 
sioned First Lieutenant. In the 
battle of Resaca, Ga., he received a 
severe wound, from which he suff- 
ered until the day of his death. 

Judge Boreing first entered pol- 
itics in 1868, when he was elected 
County Superintendent of Public 
Schools. In 1870 he was again a 
candidate for the office and was re- 
elected. Soon after he founded the 
Mountain Echo, of this place, now 
the oldest weekly Republic- 
an paper published in the State. He 
continued in the newspaper busi- 
ness for about ten years and 
was then elected County Judge, in 
1888 he was elected president of the 
First National Bank of London, 
and continued to be president up 
to his death. He was an active 
member of the Methodist Episcopal 
church, and represented the dele- 
gate in the General Conference of 
1880. held at Cincinnati, Ohio. At 
the time of this conferance 
he waB an ordained minister 
of the M. E. Church, and since then 
had preached in various counties 
of the mountains. He was chosen 
Department Commander of Kentuc- 
ky, Grand Armv of the Republic, in 
1889. 

His highest ambition was realized 
when he was elected a member of 
Fifty-sixth congress. 

He was re-elected to congress in 
1900 and 1902. defeating some of the 
strongest men of his party. 
Judge Boreing was twice married, 
his first union being with Miss Mar- 
tha Faris, a daughter of one of the 
county 's most prominent families. 

To this union five children were 
born. His second marriage was to 
Miss Sarah E. Randall, a daughter 
of the l ate Judge Randall.

A'ill Have Joint Debate 
September j8 



Judge T. V. Cook has been hold- 
ing court at Cadiz this week and 
Judge Breathitt haR been at home. 
Yesterday he was confined to his 
bed with a threatened attack of 
fever. The judicial candidates 
have an appointment to meet here 
in joint debate Monday, Sept. 28, 
and will make several speeches in 
the county. The arrangement of 
the dates is in the hands of Mr. 
Hunter Wood representing Judge 
Cook and Judge W. T. Fowler rep- 
resenting Judge Breathitt. The 
appointments will be given oat 
later. 



More than 2,500 people turned out 
at the Tabnrnacle Tuesday night 
on short notice, to bear Mrs. Carry 
A. Xation— as she now signs her 
name— discourse of her crusading 
mothods to put down saloons. 

Mrs. Nation had been in the city 
for two days, the guest ol her uncle, 
Esq. Alex Campbell. There was 
of course much curiosity to see the 
woman who came into public notice 
from smashing saloons in Kansas 
with a hatchet and who has, as 
she stated, been in jail nineteen 
times for smashing saloons. 

She is a stout old lady,' with a 
motherly appearance and wears 
glasses. She wore a white dress, 
plainly made and she appeared to; 
be entirely at ease on the platform. 

She first took up a collection for j 
the benefit of the Tabernacle, while 
the audience sang a hymn. 

She was introduced by Judge W. ' 
P. Winfree and her lecture occupied 
BO hour or more. 

She began by telling who and 
what she was and spoke ot the mis- 
representations "hat had hampered 
her work. Said she had brought, 
j suit to suppress Halstead's "Life 
McKinley " because it misrepre- 
nted her. She said she did not 
expect to smash all of the saloons 
n Kansas, but wanted to smash 
enough of them to attract national 
attention to her work for prohibi- 
tion. 

She said Kansas was a probibi- 
ion State and the saloons she at- 
tacked were run in violation of the 
law, were nuisances that she or any 
one else had a legal right to abate. 

She soundly abused the officials 
who permitted these open violations. 

She denounced both of the leading 
parties, and urged that the hope of 
the country was in the Prohibition 
party. She said there was no dif- 
ference between the Democratic and 
Republican parties except that one 
was out and the other was in. 

She discussed temperance and 
the evils of intemperance, saying 
that whisky filled the jails, alms 
houses and asylums. 

She justified her crusade against 
saloons by saying that she Mas di- 
rected by the Lord on June 5, 19<K), 
to go to Kiowa, Kan., and break up 
the saloons there. She went at 
once and took with her a number ol 
stones in her buggy. She said she) 
asked the Lord (or another sign | 
nd the horse she was driving trot- 
jd past a gate it was accustomed 
> going in. without even turning 
is head that way. 
She went on to Kiowa and broke 
out the windows and otherwise de- 
molished three saloous. Her firs' 
rock crashed throguh a large oil 
painting of a nude woman, that was 
n the finest saloon, She denounced 
he immoral pictures that were 
>(ten to be found in saloons. 

She was arrested, but as *uo» as 
ifce was released resumed her at- 
tack. 

At the close of her lecture she 
s:>ld many souvenir hatchet pins. 
She said she had already esta - 
lished homes for the wives and chil- 
dren of drunkards at two places 
with the funds she raised by selliug 
hatchets. A great mauy people 
bought the souvenirs.
